2* In Lviv subject x.»as anazed at the anoxjnt of people x/ho speak Russian* Her first 
ir^xression xras that Rixssian is spoken ”lox;tdly, T:ut Ulcrainlan can be heard spoken 
softljr"* The signs on the streets are bJ.-lincxxal, Riussian and IJlcrainlan, This is 
more evident in ILiev, xdiere Russian is by far the predominant langx^ago, but if a 
person is approached in Ukrainian, he xdll reply in Ukrainian* Host street signs 
in I^iev are Russian* In Tomopil, Ukrainian is the predoninant langxjage spoken* All 
street signs qtq xnltton in Ulcrainian* 



3* Ukrainian books aa’e veiy hard to obtain in Lxd.v* i^bjoct x;cnt to mary Idosks and 
ooxald only find a foxx Ukrainian books on sale, this held true for Kiev, but not to 
such a groat actent. In Tomopil Ukroimnn books are eac^'’ to bujx, and tho supply is 
largo* 



4* Tho food sttxxation is good. In Lviv most food stxoffs can bo boixght at prosont* 
Tho prices vary frea city to city, xd.th ILiox' being the loast eaqjonsivo, and Lviv 
tho most. A dinnori in I-lov xxould cost l./jD rubles, xjTdla tho sane in Lviv xrotxld 
coot 2*80 rubles. 

5* In Kiev the groxxp xxas invited to the Association for cxxltxnral contacts xjith 
Ulcrainlans abroad* There they x'oi’o not 1y a retired goncrnl ( none unlmoxm) and 
a fox; xnltors* On tho x;ay to YJaWJ subject noticed a "Ularainian beatnik reading 
poetxy by Korotyoh" this incident took place on tho foiry to Kaniv* 

6* Subject noticed that tho attitxide of tho intourist guide xxas different toxxards 
different nonbors of group* Very friendly tox/ards older people in toxxr, reserved 
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tcnmrdg younger acmbci This attitude towards younger naabors changed as tour 
progrossodt The gtd do r;ho iras a young gli*l asked the maabers of the tow at the 
very boginlng not to talk about problons v/hich are painful for then, and her* 

7* In /iiev subject sax; filra "Tini Zabjdtuch Predidv;" (^liadous of Forgotten Ancestors) 
and praised the film vety much. The film vras in lilu-aiiiian, but all tho pooplo x/ho 
vjGio xjatching it (there x/as a fxill house) spoke Russian as soon ns it onied. In 
Kiev subject x;ns approached by childnen v;ho traded variuos things for ball-i^oint 
pans# One child gave subject his Pioneer medal, another gave a small bottle of v/hiskay# 
This trading goes on, although the militia x;ipon catching a cliild trading, or asldng 
toxiidsts for souveniers vri.ll scold them, 

o. In Kiev there trcxs race rtly opened an .kiorican stylo bar in tho hotel Dninro, in 
this bor all toorican dxinlcc can be boxight, as vroU as clgrarottcs, Subject noticed 
that tho best vray to start a conversation vjith almost a;Tyone is to open a packet of 
American ciganrottes. This vri.ll usually attract people vrtio x;ant to talk about most 
anything,

Subject visited his sister in PEREI1Y3EL from 14 July for a period lastine 3 vreeks* 
Subject MQs on a personal visit and did not engage in conversations viith local 
population, in addition the fact that there \iqq constantly rainfall he was limited 
to his near family. Subject also visited his family in the K03IALIII3KY Povit 
for a feu days# 

2# The number of Ulmainians in PEREIiYsjEL is kird to fl>:. The number given is 
usually a feir thousand, but of those, most do not confess to being Ulirainians, and 
converse only in Polish. Of those that adcjit their Ulcrainian nationality, the 
Ukrainian language is used only at hone, when talking vd.th their cliildron, and in 
a close family circle.. At present if a person happens to talk Uksrainian loudly on 
the street he might be bothered by local Poles. In this respect PEiaailSEL is an 
exception. Subject mot a group of 6C' Ulcralnian tourists, mostly youth flora LUBLINSCHY11J-. 
who v;ero talking loudly and deraonstrativly in Ukrainian on the street. In a conversatii 
xdth thera, subject foTznd out ttet they irero going to visit Ukraine for 3 wooks, that 
this trip is costing thorn 1,SCC zloty 25.00) and that they will rocolve additional 
funds ( 50 rubles) for o:q)ons0s,from tho Association for Gentaots with Foriogn Nations. 
This groiqp xjas not bothered by t'lo local Polish population, vdth the Qxcep'tion of 
people paying soxio attention to them. Ulciuinian is spoken quite freely in tho KOoiLAL- 
INSKY Povit f xdth an Interesting sidelight being that Jlcrainians are highly respected 
by the Polos as being good x/oxkors and citizens. This is interesting since Ulcrainians 
xroro looked upon xdth distrust for a long period of tine duo to tho fact tlxat when 
they xxoro first ; esottlod, the govoi mont assured ovoiyono that thoy xroro "bandits'*. 

3# In PERHIY3EL there are 3 Ulcrainian priests, (catholics) who say mass Sunday in 

mauagGs 

a Polish chxxrch ( Pioman catholic). The local chxxrch chior is poor, but w an goo 
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to eodst* People cooplain about cardinal VYSHINSKY, saying that ho is responsible 

for the destruction of Ukrainian cntholio ohturchoj and that he iras against letting 

threat 

Ukrainian priests into PEBHIYS2L, Ho gave his approval only under the that 

the people would convert to orthodoxy* 

There is a conflict anong the people about packages receivod from the v;est* Ibo 
coiiiraltteo which is in charge of dividing the xiaclcagos, has been accused of thiovoiy* 
Another factor which led to the fight is that there aro certain people v;lio behave 
veiy much as Poles, at the sane tine writing and asking for paclcagos from the west* 

The population is afraid of xjar, they are also afraid of a return of the undergroiand 
boloiving that the Polos would completely destroy then if svich did return* Ukinino 
is considered their fatherland, and nany travel there as often os possible* Since 
July it is possible to travel to Ulcraine on just an invitation from relativos* 
Ukrainian radio and television programs aro v/atched (by those vrho orm radio and tele- 
vision sots.) Subject savr a program from ICiev called ”Ukrcinien llteratruro and the 
contenporary irorld” viiere 4 poets and writers spoke about Ukrainian patriotic oloments 
in literature* Subject commented that there was no mention of socialist realism at 
all, and the overall imp>ressiom ';as vary good* Subject does not r'C'Of«’\bpr tiro names of 
the participating rjritei s* 

4* The blame for russification in the vresteim jxart cf Ula*aine (the part they are 
best acquainted idth) is put on the localp population. Subject baud from a friend 
of his IIEDVED, Ivan about the following inoidontj IIEEATSD'S brother, Osyp, r/b) died 2 
years ago , tought at u UlauLnian secondary school in LtIv* At one class ( after the 
death of Stalin) some Russian students began to demand tint the lecsono be tought in 
Russian, since they v;ore from Russia * 0* replied that since they were in a Ulsrainian 
school, they should know the language, and if they rrant instruction to bo given in 
tho Russian language they should attend a I-usaxan school. Thj.s did not satisfy the 
Russian students and tlioy r;ont before the director of tho school 'be corplain. Tlao 
director cniirportod C, ilEWFi) added clrat there ai'G some Ula'ainians v;ho did charrge the 
language of instruction to Itussian* 0 * rras not 3 eprossod for his position*

7* In Prague subject net a group of touilsts frora Ukraine who xjore returning hone 
by bus* The driver of the bus xras fron Peranesal, and he and subject had connon friends 
Kio bus driver agreed to tako a note to these friends, but refused to carry subjects 
se^sotss address on notos, : ajd.ng that in case of a border check, ho does not xrant to 
be caught* Subject also net a group of Soviet tourists in a Prague rostaxxrant xjho 
xjero singing Russian songs, and ended tho evening singing HaritclJca, There xras ikj 
conversation with then. 
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
